W ashington,

15.—Tho 
ap­ 
proaching short session of congress 
can do little but enact appropriation 
bills for the coming fiscal year, con­ 
gressional leaders say. 
President Coolidge will m ake cer­ 
tain recommendations concerning oth­ 
e r legislation, but these will be con- 
fn e d to m atters pending about which 
there is no great divergence of opin­ 
ion among the struggling factions of 
th e dying 
congress. 
Proposals for 
new legislation he is expected to con­ 
serve until the new congress elected 
Nov. 4 assembles, either in special 
session next summer or in December, 
1925. 
Economy is expected to^be the key­ 
n ote of the president’s message to 
congress in December. 
He probably 
will refrain from touching on the tax 
question, excepting to point out its 
intim ate relationship with economy. 
T his virtually was decided on at a 
conference he had with Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon, who 
likewise 
announced he would make no tax rec­ 
om m endations in his annual report. 
Other m atters will be touched upon, 
however, Including the world court. 
Muscle Shoals, the agricultural situa­ 
tion, foreign debt question, Hie tariff 
and army and navy. 
Regarding the world court, tho pres­ 
ident is expected to recommend that 
America 
translate 
her 
ideals 
into 
practical results by providing for im­ 
mediate 
adherence 
to 
The 
Hague 
court. 
As to Muscle, Shoals, he will 
advise congress to make up its mind 
without delay, either to appoint a con­ 
gressional commission to study the 
problem of its disposition or make up 
its mind what it is going to do with it. 
Tho president will, it is said, warn 
against “tinkering’’ with 
the 
tariff, 
holding it one of the sources of pros 
perity. 
lie will recommend keen con 
sideration of the airplane question, 
and to urge quick action on the bill 
providing for needed repairs to bat­ 
tleships and certain new construction. 
In this connection Mr. Coolidge may 
m ake clear his position on the gun 
elevation question.

Conflagration— Several Firemen Re­ 


ceive Injuries. 


Jersey City, N. J., Nov. 15.—Fought 
for six hours by hundreds of firemen 
and stream s from fireboats, fire rav­ 
aged several blocks along the Jersey 
City w ater front. 
The property loss 
is estim ate^ at $1,000,000. 
The flames devoured the saltpeter 
plant of Batell© & Renwick, the large 
warehouse of the American Sugar Re­ 
fining company and a dozen tenement 
dwellings and spread steadily, whip 
ped by a high wind. 
A terrific explosion, followed by five 
others in rapid succession, blew the 
ruins of the factory high in the air. 
Three adjoining dwellings tumbled to 
the gronnd. 
Firemen were showered 
with falling debris. 
Bricks, machinery and tim bers flew 
through the air, while clouds of gase 
ous acid spread through the devas 
lated area. 
Several firemen were in­ 
jured and even some spectators be­ 
hind the fire lines sustained minor 
hurts. 
Scenes of heroism played their part 
as the Jor ay City firemen, nearly ex­ 
hausted alter hours of endeavor, still 
kept their slowly yielding lines drawn 
as tightly as 
possible 
around the 
burning area. 
Step by step they were 
forced back by the terrific heat and 
advancing walls of flame as the tire 
approached the huge warehouse of 
Colgate & Company, where 6.000 tons 
of soap were stored. 
Cheers went up from the crowd be 
' ind the ropes 
as 
Captain 
George 
Bush went vip a fire escape, smashed 
a tenem ent house window and brought 
down a small boy. 
The fight from the river was In 
tensificd, Jersey City and Lehigh Val 
ley railroad tugs joining the fireboats 
Dynamite also w?as used to stay the 
flames. 
Thousands of New Yorker 
across the river watched the progress 
of the fire from office buildings. 
Meanwhile children were being re 
moved from schools and institutions 
in the vicinity. 
Five hundred families were made 
temporarily homeless by the blaze 
and cots were set up for refugees in 
the Fourth regiment armory. 
Police lines were thrown about a 
district of six square blocks surround 
ing the fire. 
For tho first hour of the 
fire something Ct a panic reigned as 
families in the stricken area, ordered 
to abandon their homes, ran about in 
wild confusion, seeking to save some 
of their belongings. 
A dozen firemen and 20 men, worn 
en 
and 
children 
in 
neighboring 
houses, cut by flying glass or over 
come by the chemical fumes, were 
rushed to hospitals or to emergency 
first aid stations set up in neighbor­ 
ing drug stores. 
Red Cross nurses 
and volunteer physicians hastily ap 
neared on the scene with first aid 
kits.

One of tho most important nims of 
the dairyman should he to have the 
services of a good, well-bred bull, says 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, and then, having a good 
bull, he should be given the care and 
* management 
rt.at 
will 
insure 
the 
greatest profit from him. 
He should 
be so fed and exercised as to main­ 
tain Ids activity and healthy, vigorous 
condition. 
Grain to Feed. 
The amount of grain 
to feed 
to 
dairy sires varies from four to ten 
I>ound', depending on the size and 
condition of the animal and the kind 
of roughage. 
A grain mixture recom­ 
mended by the departm ent as having 
been used with success consists 
of 
three parts ground corn (by weight), 
two parts 
ground 
oats, 
two 
parts 
wheat 
bran, 
and 
one part linseed 
(meal. 
Another 
mixture 
suggested 
consists of three parts ground oats, 
two parts wheat bran, one part ground 
(corn or barley, and one part linseed 
meal. 
Ground oats art* considered espe­ 
cially valuable for hulls. 
Cottonseed 
meal 
is 
not 
usually regarded with 
(favor, especially when fed in large 
amounts. 
Some 
breeders 
think 
it 
causes Impotency. 
On some farms the bulls are given 
(the spoiled or musty hay or waste feed 
left by other animals. 
This is poor 
practice, 
It is just as necessary to 
feed the bulls properly as the cows. 
The 
legume 
hays—alfalfa, 
clover, 
vetch, soy bean, cowpeas are excellent 
roughage, and should In* fed liberally 
if possible. 
lf the non-iegumlnous 
roughages, such as timothy or prairie 
hay, corn silage, stover, or fodder are 
fed, a grain mixture higher in protein 
should be used.

Breeders differ as to the advisabil­ 
ity of feeding silage. 
Some maintain 
th at a considerable amount of silage 
Is likely to lessen the vigor of a bull 
and make him sterile.

perim ental work shows, it is probable 
that "iiago floes not have any direct 
effect on the breeding powers.

am ounts of silage, or other extremely 
bulky feeds, may have a tendency to 
distend the paunch so that the hull 
I becomes too heavy on his feet.

IO to 15 pounds of silage a day with 
other roughages can

Dairy hulls should have plenty of 
water.

Delaware, Ohio, graduating from that 
institution with an A. B. and an A. 
M degree, completing his work there 
in 1872. 
Irater on he graduated from 
the Albany school at Albany, New 
York with an LL. B. degree. 
He w’as admitted to practice law 
before the 
supreme 
court 
of Mis­ 
souri in 1869 and was a member of the 
Pike county bar. 
He came to Arizona 
in 1888 and was admitted to the bar 
of the supreme court of the territory. 
He served as district 
attorney 
for 
Pinal county from 1894 to 1897 after 
w’hich he was 
appointed 
associate 
justice of the supreme court and judir< 
of the second judicial district of the 
territory.

This position he retained with dis­ 
tinction until the state was admitted 
to the union in 1912 when he resumed 
the practice 
of law 
in 
Tombstone, 
which he considered as his home for 
many years. Judge Doan was in the 
early days of his residence in this 
state, a prominent figure in the work 
of irrigating in Yuma county and the 
Gillespie dam is in some measure a 
result of his untiring1 efforts to water 
the fertile 
lands 
of Yuma 
county 
where he lived for a number of years. 
J i:dve Doan was a staunch Republi­ 
can altho he w’as not active at any

and the tilt of Ifs saucy heud.”

Kraebei further describes the bird: 
“In spite of these forward qualities, 
which would seem to expose such a 
bird to more rapid extinction than its 
fellows, the elepaio has not only re 
slated contact with civilization, but 
has adapted itself to changed condi­ 
tions and bas multiplied, as so bright 
I and self-reliant a bird should do. The 
elepaio is garbed in a modest brown 
I coat, which no one ever cared to use 
. for Capes and other royal habiliments 
of the native chiefs, and so long ss 
{ there were bugs to e a t the little fly­ 
catcher continued to thrive and grow 
i bold, while his neighbors, the black

A series of experiments carried on 
by the department in the years 1920, 
1921, 1922 and 1923, to determine the 
poisonous character of cocklebur# is 
the basis of a report just issued as 
Department Bulletin 1274, in which 
it is concluded that 
the 
cocklebur 
plant 
is poisonous to swine, cattle, 
sheep, and chickens. 
There were in 
ail 07 experiments with swine, l l with 
sheep, 12 with cattle and

chickens. 
lo avoid the losses the most im­ 
portant thing is to prevc nt the ani­ 
mals from eating the weed says the 
department. 
If there is a shortage 
of good forage, and animals find the 
young 
cocklebur 
plants, 
they 
may 
easily eat enough to cause serious re­ 
sults. 
Feeding milk to pigs imme­ 
diately after they have eaten cockle­ 
bur* bas proved to be beneficial, prob­ 
ably because of the fat content. 
Suc­ 
cessful results may be expected also 
when such oils and 
fats 
as 
bacon 
grease, lard and linseed oil are used i 
as remedies. 
V bile tile burs may produce some 
mechanical injury and while the seeds 
are very poisonous, stock poisoning, 
the department concludes, is caused 
by feeding on the very young plants 
before the development of true leaves.

doned by their crews in storms, and 
which for months and perhaps years 
have drifted with the currents, first 
rn one direction and then in another, 
defying capture by government ves­ 
sels sent out to find and destroy 
Jinni? 
Records of tin* hydrographic 
department show many vessels torn 
asunder by storms have drifted from 
J lie Virginia coast and other parts of 
the Atlantic ocean to England, Spain 
and Scotland, and almost back to the 
point 
where 
they 
were 
abandoned 
without being detected by searching 
craft. 
The most recent case of the peculiar 
action of ocean current* is shown in 
the remarkable drifting record of tin? 
British schooner Governor Farr, whi< Ii 
was abandoned off the Jersey coast 
October 3, 1923, and which Is still wal­ 
lowing around In the sea a dangerous 
menace to navigation. This vessel bas 
drifted more than 3,000 miles.

ed dozens of times by passing ships, 
the Farr was never In the position, or 
even near it, given by the vessel that

Soy Bean Hay Should Be 
Mowed Down Like Clover

Well-cured soy-bean liny may be 
stacked or stored in the barn th** same 
as any other hay. 
The best stage at 
which to cut beans for hay in order 
to obtain the highest feeding value is 
not known exactly, but it is generally 
considered that they should be cut 
when the pods are well formed and i 
the lower ones filled. 
At this time the 
largest yield of hay per acre will be 
obtained, although! cutting earlier will 
give a larger percentage of protein in 
the bay. 
If cutting is delayed too 
long the stalks become woody and 
there Is a heavy loss of leaves. 
Soy-bean 
hay 
should 
be 
mowed 
down like grass or clover and allowed 
to wilt in the swath, then forked into 
small cocks to cure slowly. 
Too rapid 
curing will cause the leaves to drop. 
If file weather is unfair, place the hay 
In windrows after it has wilted In tile 
swath and then after it has partly 
cured place in large cocks. 
Three or 
four days of fairly good weather are 
ordinarily required to cure soy-bean 
hay properly. 
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Increased Use of Pure
